Mr. Kollly's Peculiar Will.
Tho will ot tho Into Michaol Roilly is

a decidedly peculiar document, anil bo
far as its provisions havobocomo known
it has excited surprise. Ono son is cut
off with ten dollars, tho will setting
forth that this is all ho is entitled to in
viow of what ho haa already roceivod.
In this caso tho will may bo just ana
reasonable.
Tho other sons, a married daughter,

tho widow of a Hon and tho children of
all theso are practically disinherited by
tho creation of a romarknblo trust.
When tho last of tho children and
grandchildren has passed away tho es-
tato is to bo divided among tho great¬
grandchildren. Meanwhile the trustees
aro to mako Buch provision as thoy I
think suitable for tho support of the
children and grandchildren, being
cautioned not to bo too liberal.
Each ono of tho children who aro to

receive tho limited benefits under this
".unlimited trust is an adult having a

family. Tho sons who come under the
trust are steady-going business men of
good character, competent to take up
and carry on their father's business, in
which they wero raised. No reason is
assigned and none is easily imagined
why such an indignity should bo put.
upon them. Nor is it plain why tho
testator should have been unwilling to
distribute his largo fortune among hia
children or his grandchildren, whom he
kuow, and willing to let his great-grand¬
children, not yet born, do as tlioy may
please with it. Without explanation
tho conditions seem hard and un¬
natural. It may bo that they will bo
held to bo against public policy, which
would sot aside tho will.
An unusual burden is laid on the

trustees, who, if they execute their trust
according to its letter and its spirit,
must inquire closely, evon minutely,
into the manner of living of tho benefi¬
ciaries, their needs and their expendi¬
tures, and may if they please so dis¬
charge this part of their duties as to
make tho father's fortune a vcause of
shame and mortiGcation to tho adult
sons and daughters.
Tho trustees are to name their suc¬

cessors and nobody can foretell what
manner of men the trustees may be be¬
fore tho great-grandchildren come into
possession. Such a trust is likely to
prove as distasteful to men of right feel-1
ing as to tho beneficiaries. Altogether
this will is a remarkable document.

tain, of Columbiana county,. providing
that steps shall bo taken to test tho
right of Calvin $.

Tho facta aa publishod in tho In-
tklmgencer of yesterday show that
thero was a clear case of kidnapping
and that a certificate of deposit for $320
was unlawfully taken from \Molnar in
.tho city of Wheeling.
